CAWHT. 


On Butuiday afternoon about Do'clock,

Mr. F. coolly remarked 
that he would show him that it was 
some of his business, and told him to 
get off, which tho fellow refused to do. 
Mr. F. then soiled him by the throat, 
and jerking him to the ground took him 
into custody. lie then forced tho fol- 
low into his wngon, and taking the stolon 
horso came back to town. 


Tho prisoner ho delivered to Shoiiil 


Jennings, and tho horso to its owner, 
who had not yet become aware that it 
had been stolen. 


On his way back to town tho tbi«f 


played drunk, but tlio <!odgo was too 
thin, and secured no leniency for him. 
When ho found that he had got to go to 
Jail and luid a good prospect lor a few 
yoni'8 in the penitentiary, he told Fcn'oll 
and Shuiill Jounings that when ho got 
out of the penitentiary ho would burn 
tholr buildings as auro as Ilia name was 
Pbclps. 


Tho follow is an entire stranger hero, 


and nothing ia known about his name 
further than the allusion raado to it 
above. Upon being searched at tho jail 
a lot of bologna aauaagc was found in 
his pocket. 
Ho was noticed several 


times during tho day on Saturday, but 
no one recollects of ever Boeing him. in 
town before. He has tho appearance of 
being about 25 years of age, and is'evi- 
dently an accomplished villain. Ho has 
probably now got a chock upon his ope- 
rations for somotlmoto como 


The horse was i» very valuable ono, 


and it was most .fortunate that Mr, 1'cr- 
rcll happened along just as ho did, and 
ho is entitled to much credit for his en- 
ergy and pluck in bunging tho fellow 
back to town, as ho showed stout resis- 
tance, and had to bo put into tho wagon 
by foico.
